It  shaU  be  our  duty  to  mainUin  every  «alous  undertaking  which,  in  the  various  Mission,,  has  received  a  happy  impulse,  and  we 
shall  promote  such  others  a.  the  welfare  of  your  souU  demands.  To  «xon,plish  this  enterprise,  it  is  not  on  our  own  strength  we  rely,  but 
on  the  grace  of  our  God-on  the  aid  of  our  Clergy,  who  already  labour  amongst  you  wiU,  a.al  and  devotedness-on  the  a«i.t.„ce  of  those 
who  are  united  to  us  by  the  dearest  bonds.  You  are  not  ignorant  of  their  labours.  Many  of  them  have  already  ex.rel.ed  the  Ministry  in 
Bytown^thers  in  the  midst  of  the  Forest,  whither  the,  followed  Ihe  young  men  employed  in  the  aanr«rs-olher.,  in  fine,  to  the  extre- 
mity ofthis  .mmense  Diocese,  in  quest  of  the  poor  Savage  who  asks  for  the  Priest.

Ird.-We  proclaim  firat  Patron  of  this  Diocese  8J.  Joseph,  the  spouse  of  the  blessed  Virgin  Mary  j  second  Patron,  St.  Patrick. 

4th.-The  first  Titulary  of  our  Cathedral  shaU  be  the  Feast  of  the  Immaculate  Oonm,ikm  of  M«ry-8t.  Jnaes,  the  Elder,  shall  be  the  sc- 
cond  Titulary, 

This  present  Pastoral  shall  be  read  and  pubUsh«l  in  the  Chapter,  of  every  Religious  comrnunlly,  and  from  the  Pulpit  of  all  the 
Churches  where  public  wordiip  u  performed,  the  first  Sunday  diet  its  reception.
